ALLIED TROOPS WIN 


The Walled City of Tien Tsin is 


Taken in Desperate Battle 


of July 14th. 


FOREIGNERS LOSSES ARE HEAVY 


London, July 17.—12:45 p. m.— 


The Daily Mail today gives the As- 
sociated Bress the following dis- 
patch from its Shanghai correspond- 
ent, under date of July 17: 


"The allied troops resumed the at- 


• tack upon the Chinese walled city of 
Tien Tsin on the morning of July 
14 and succeeded in breaching the 
walls and capturing all the forts. 


"The 
Chinese 
were 
completely 


routed and the allies took possession 
of the native city and its defenses. 


"The total losses of the allies in 


the engagements of Thursday, Fii- 
day and Saturday were about 800 
killed or wounded. 
The casualties 


were greatest among the Bussians 


and Japanese. 


"The guns of the allies did im- 


mense damage to the .native city, 
causing many large conflagrations, 
and finally silenced the majority of 
the enemy's guns 
simultaneously. 


Then 1,500 Bussians, assisted by 
small parties of Germans and French, 
assaulted and captured the eight 
guns on the railway embankment 
and the fort, the magazine of which 
the French subsequently blew up. A 
body of American, British, Japanese 
and Austrian troops then made a 
sortie and attacked the west arsenal, 
\vhich the Chinese had reoccupied. 
After three hours of the hardest 
fighting yet experienced the Chinese 
fled." 


ADMIRAL REMEY CONFIRMS NEWS, 


Washington, 
July 
17.—Admiral 


Kemey this morning cabled the navy 
department that the city and forts of 
Tien Tsin are in the h'mds of the 
allies. His list of killed and wound- 
ed is somewhat fuller than yester- 
day's report, but still not entirely 
complete: His dispatch follows:

THE FIRST ATTACK ON TIEN TSIN, 


Tien Tsin, July 13.—In

HOW SITUATION IS 
REGARDED IN EUROPE 


London, July 17.—European jour- 


nals are today indulging in a great 
deal of wild talk, crediting the powers 
with having decided to lay Pekin in 
ashes, remove the capital to Canton 
and hang the empress and Prince 
Tuan, but the writers fail to take Into 
account the difficulties which would 
attend such undertakings. 


However, the chancellories fully 


recognize the magnitude of the task 
confronting ithe great powers. As 
a matter of fact, as has already been 
pointed out in these dispatches, the 
only thought for the moment of the 
powers is how, best to reach Pekin. 
Once there, they can be depended 
upon, according to the best official in- 
formation, to exact whatever penalty 


appears to be the most striking and 
effective. 
This morning's news of 


the success of the allied forces at Tien 
Tsin, though that success has bean 
dearly bought, appears to clear the 
air somewhat. This victory over the 
Chinese, it is hoped, will enable the 
allies to resume preparations for an 
advance, especially as today it is 
officially announced that the Japanese 
force of 22,000 will all be disem- 
barked by July 19 at the latest. 


The suggestions of scattering the 


forces throughout China in pursuit 
of the boxers emanate wholly from 
irresponsible 
quarters. 
In 
official 


circles there is a full realization of 
the necessity of having the coast 
towns occupied and secure before pro- 


ceeding to Pekin. The only course 
open to the powers is to remain in 
the capital until fanaticism wears 
itself out and the elements of an or- 
derly native government begin to 
emerge.

Shade and Fruit Trees in Every Part 


of the City are Leveled— 


Damage is Heavy. 


The high wind which accompanied 


a heaVy downpour of rain shlortly be- 
fore noon today played havoc with 
shade and fruit trees in pretty nearly 
every part of the city, and the dam- 
age will figure up to several thous- 
and dollars even at the most conserv- 
ative estimates. 


The wind rose suddenly, blowing 


from the west, and before one had 
hardly realized its approach it had 
attained a tremendous velocity. As 
it swept across the city in a path 
sufficiently wide to embrace 
every 


section of town, it left behind a track 
of broken and twisted 
stumps 
of 


trees, obstructed streets and wrecked 
fences where the trees had crashed 
before the wind's fury. 


In the cross streets adjacent to Cal- 


houn the down town section got a 
good view of the condition all over 
the city, for nearly every intersect- 
ing street was marked by the wreck 
age. At Library hall ft broken tree 
had crushed the fence, Douglas ave 
nue was littered by the broken frag 
ments, while West Jefferson, Wes 
Wayne, West Washington and Berry 
streets, where the shade trees wer 
particularly large and plentiful, suf 
fered 
heavily. Farther 
west, 
in 


front of the Jefferson school, a larg 
tree is wrecked, and the north an 
south streets west of Broadway cam 
in for their full share of the genera 
damage. At Swinney park perhap 
twenty small troes were broken off 


South Wayne, too, suffered severely 


and its heavily shaded streets and 
avenues gave the wind ample scope 
for its antics. A large tree in front 
of Col. D. N. Foster's residence 
is 


blown across Fairfield avenue, and 
another large maple at the Barrett 


omestead is wrecked. Similar dam- 
ge is also reported from the eastern 
nd southeastern parts of the city, 
lany trees along John street and in 
hat section of the city going down 
efcre the wind. It is probable that 
ruit has suffered considerably, many 
pple, pear and peach trees being 
Tactically denuded of their fruit-by 
he force of the wind. 
There is no 


eport of more serious damage, but it 
s certain that several hundred hand- 
ome trees were wrecked by the wind, 
.nd the storm did perhaps more dam- 
ige of this character than any of re- 
:ent years.

He 
was deeply interested, but evinced 
little surprise at this outcome, as he 
had looked upon the result as inevit- 
able. He was surprised that any ef- 
fective resistance had been made on 
the first day of the 
fighting.

He is anxious to get away and 


take a most needed rest, but he feels 
that he cannot do so while a crisis 
is on. 
When seen today he was in- 


duced to answer the following direct 
question: 


"Based on your knowledge of the 


situation and familiarity with Chi- 
nese character and affairs how would 
you advise that the present situation 
be met?" 


The minister pondered for a time 


and then said: 


"The first essential in dealing with 


the present situation is to maintain 
calm in the midst of the feverish ex- 
citement and to avoid hasty conclu- 
sions based upon a multitude of con- 
flicting reports. 
To be sure it ap- 


pears that fighting has occurred at 
Tieu Tsin. 
But many of the most 


vital features of this affair aie lack- 
ing. 
There is nothing to show the 


steps taken by the viceroy or the 
taotai to maintain order and prevent 
bloodshed. 


"It is clear that Tien Tsin is cut oft 


from Pekin so that at most this can 
be but a local demonstration, not one 
attributable to the government of 
China. 


"The question is how to meet the 


actual occurrences in China. 
The 


first suggestion 
is 
to send great 


bodies of ti-oops and on that my posi- 
tion makes it impossible for me to 
express an opinion. 
But this much 


at least" seems plain to me—that with 
an armed force there should go also 
a civil officer or officers, men of the 
veiy highest ability and intelligence, 
That would afford an opportunity to 
leain whether there was any need of 
fighting. 
The purposes and the pol- 


icy on either side could be made 
plain and there could be an intelli- 
gent undei standing of each before a 
recourse to bloodshed." 


The minister also emphasized the 


fact that China did not want war, 
and he pointed out that this attitude 
was plain by the edict of June 29.
